SB£EPSHKAI>’S NEW TRACK. 

A walk over the full length of the new Fntar- 
it; track, which is the moat fertile topic of con- 
TersaticD among the trainers, proved, notwith- 
standing the mors than bracing air, most en- 
jojable. Ttenew straight track extends from 
the grand stand six fnrlongs awa; to the W. C. 
Whitney grounds beyond the starting point of 
the old Fntnrity csnrse. The old Fntnrity 
track was mads short of six fnrlongs for the 
reason that the owners of the land at the head 
of the chnte refused to sell a few hundred feet 
of land at a leaeonable price, and the course 
for this reason was always short of six furlongs. 

Now the full six furlongs have been secured, 
and the great race will be run in 1902 over the 
full six fnrlongs which it was first intended to 
be. 

The Fntnrity must be run for the next two 
years over the old course for tha reason that all 
engagements up to that date stipulate the Fu- 
turity course, which is less than six fnrlongs, 
and must bs the track to be run over, and the 
Coney Island Jockey Club will doubtless make 
a new stipulation next season when the ccn- 
diticns of the race ars published. 

The new course, which is a most imposing 
one, has been graded and top-soiled, and when 
finished will surely bs the fin )st of its kind in 
America. The grade will be perfect and there 
wiU be no semblance of a hill, which is so try- 
ing to a racer’s logs. The width will be snf- 
ficient to allow the largest fields that ever faced 
a starter in this country to line up, with plenty 
of room for all. 

The direction cf the course is, barring a slight 
bend where it joins the main track, almost 
straight. Several of the stables have been 
moved back from the old Futurity track to give 
the new course plenty of room where it 
straightens cut for the finishing line. The | 
slight bend is at the junction of the main course 
and about at the beginning of the field stand. i 
The top- soiling, which has been accomplished 
under the immediate direction of Bnperin- I 
tendent Clarke, is perfect, and a fast, velvety | 
track is bound to be the result. At the present 
time the severeness of tha weather and the 
fressing of the ground have stopped the work; 
but, weather coriditions permitting, the finish- 
ing torches will be renewed and the Coney 
Island Jockey Club’s new Fntnrity course will 
be an accomplished fact. 

At the bead of the chnte where the new 
ccurre makes its beginning, Mr. W. C. Whitney 
has lately made a purchase of over seventy acres 
of the finest land on Long Island. The ground 
was got for the purpose cf establishing a train- 
ing stable for the vast number of horses in his 
string end will ba the finest private establish- 
ment near a public race track in America. The 
land was purchased from the Harriman estate 
and is an ideal place for the location of a vast 
training stable.— Morning Telegraph.
